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INTRODUCTION 


The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  update  the  projections  of 

labour  force  for  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Area  made 

for  the  1959  Plan and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  and  Region 

(2) 

Transportation  Study.1 2 3  '  This  is  the  third  in  the  series  of 
background  reports  required  for  the  revision  of  the  Metropolitan 
Plan  and  forms  a  companion  volume  to  the  report  on  population 
projections . The  labour  force  projections  in  this  report 
are  related  to  the  medium  range  population  projections.  The 
projections  of  labour  force  have  been  made  in  the  form  of 
averages  to  avoid  seasonal  variations  although  some  June  figures 
are  given  for  comparison.  Similarly,  both  full-time  and  part- 
time  workers  are  included  in  employment  totals  but  a  separate 
tabulation  is  given  for  full-time  employment  only. 

Information  on  the  labour  force  has  many  applications  in  planning 
such  as  land  use  analysis  and  transportation  studies.  Projections 
have  been  made  by  age  and  sex  for  the  whole  labour  force  (that  is 
employed  and  unemployed)  and  for  the  employed  separately  (full¬ 
time  and  part-time  workers).  Account  has  also  been  taken  of  the 
daily  migratory  flow  of  workers  into  and  out  of  the  Planning  Area. 
Since  labour  force  statistics  are  available  in  fuller  detail  for 
Canada  and  Ontario  than  for  the  Metropolitan  Area  the  projections 
for  the  Planning  Area  have  been  closely  related  to  those  for  the 
larger  areas,  particularly  Canada,  and  the  available  historical

this  report.  A  fuller  description  of  the  methods  of  projection 
is  given  in  the  Appendix. 

PROJECTIONS 


Employment  in  the  Planning  Area 

Projected  labour  force  and  employment  for  the  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Planning  Area  at  five-yearly  dates  from  1966  to  2001  are  given 
in  Table  1.  It  is  estimated  that  the  number  employed  in  the 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Area  will  increase  by  507,000 
(from  931,000  to  1,438 5 000)  between  1966  and  1980.  This  revised 
estimate  is  225,000  higher  than  the  projected  employment  figure 
of  1,213,000  for  1980  in  the  1959  Draft  Plan.  In  part,  this 
increase  in  the  estimate  results  from  the  higher  population 
forecast  recently  made,  2,927,000  for  1980  compared  with 
2,800,000  in  the  1959  Draft  Plan.  Another  significant  dif¬ 
ference  arises  from  the  new  forecasts  of  age  composition  with 
58.4$  of  the  total  population  in  the  working  age  groups  20-64 
years  by  1980  compared  with  54.6$  in  the  1959  estimates  for 
1980.  The  age  distribution  differences  have  been  affected  by 
(a)  the  recent  declines  in  fertility  rates  and  hence  lower 
projections  for  these,  causing  a  lower  proportion  of  people 
in  the  younger  age  groups;  and  (b)  higher  projected  net  migra¬ 
tion  rates  to  the  Planning  Area,  30,000  per  annum  compared  with 
25,000  in  the  1959  calculations;  immigrants  having  a  higher 
proportion  of  people  in  the  working  age  groups  than  the  resident 
population.  The  present  study  has  also  taken  into  account  the 
increasing  participation  of  women  in  the  labour  force  which  is 
bringing  about  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  the  total 
population  employed.  Whereas  the  1959  Draft  Plan  forecast 
that  the  labour  force  in  the  Planning  Area  would  fall  from 
45$  of  the  total  population  in  1956  to  43$  of  the  1980  population. 
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the  present  study  projects  an  increase  from  45$  in  1966  to  50$ 
in  1980.  Between  1980  and  9000  it  is  estimated  that  the  labour 
force  will  increase  by  a  further  700,000  and  the  ratio  of  total 
population  will  then  be  49$ • 

The  future  composition  of  labour  force  1966-2001  for  the  Planning 
Area  is  given  by  age  and  sex  in  Table  2  and  illustrated  in  figures 
1,  2  and  3.  The  most  significant  future  change  is  the  increasing 
proportion  of  females  in  the  labour  force,  rising  from  35.6$  of 
the  total  labour  force  in  1966  to  39*1$  in  19^0  and  40.1$  in  2000. 
A  marked  increase  in  participation  rates  of  females  in  the  labour 
force  is  forecast  for  all  working  age  groups  except  the  15-19 
years  which  shows  a  slight  decrease  on  account  of  the  expected 
extension  of  education.  The  participation  rates  of  males  15-19 
years  and  20-24  years  are  also  expected  to  decrease  for  the  same 
reason,  but  the  already  high  rates  in  the  other  male  working  age 
groups  up  to  64  years  hold  fairly  constant.  The  irregularities 
in  the  curves  in  Figure  2  are  due  to  the  changing  composition  of 
the  age  structure;  for  example  the  drop  in  the  15-19's  between 
1981  and  1986  is  a  projection  of  the  drop  in  birth  rates  in  the 
1960's. 

Labour  Force  -  The  Planning  Area,  Ontario  and  Canada 

The  steps  taken  to  project  labour  force  for  the  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Planning  Area  were  as  follows :  - 

1.  The  estimates  of  the  annual  average  labour  force  participation 
rates  for  the  civilian  non-institutional  population  by  age  and 
sex  for  Canada  for  the  years  1946-1Q61  ' ’  and  the  Economic

Council  of  Canada  projections  1966-1980  k  ’  were  graphed. 

See  Figure  4. 

2.  These  graphs  were  smoothed  and  extended  by  hand  to  2001. 

3.  A  formula  was  derived  to  convert  civilian  non-institutional 
labour  force  and  population  participation  rates  for  Canada 
to  total  labour  force  and  population.  See  Appendix. 

4.  The  formula  from  #3  was  applied  to  the  statistics  derived 
from  #2. 

5.  By  using  the  June  1961  Census  labour  force  participation 
rates  for  the  total  labour  force  and  population  for  Canada, 
Ontario  and  the  Census  Metropolitan  Toronto  Area,  ratios 
were  derived  by  age  and  sex  groups  which  were  applied  to 
the  Canadian  participation  rates  derived  from  #4. 

6.  The  projected  participation  rates  from  #5  were  applied  to 
medium  range  population  projections  to  obtain  projected 
numbers  in  the  labour  force  for  Canada,  Ontario  and  the 
Metropolitan  Area. 

7.  An  allowance  was  made  for  unemployment  and  daily  movement  of 
workers  across  the  metropolitan  boundaries  to  give  employment 
within  the  Planning  Area. 

Further  details  and  tabulations  relating  to  these  projection 

methods  are  given  in  the  appendix.

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The  projected  labour  force  for  the  three  areas  studied  and 
the  ratios  of  labour  force  to  total  population  are  given  in 
Table  3  and  Figure  5.  The  labour  force  as  a  percentage  of 
the  total  population  is  highest  in  the  Metropolitan  Area; 
and  Ontario  in  turn  is  higher  than  Canada  as  a  whole;  in 
1961  these  percentages  were:  Ca-nada  35-4,  Ontario  38.4, 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Area  43.4.  Ratios  for  all 
three  areas  are  projected  to  increase  throughout  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  century  to  reach:  Canada  43. 9  s  Ontario 
46.3s  M.T.P.A.  48.9  hy  2001.  The  increases  in  the  labour 
force  by  2001  over  1966  totals  are  projected  as  :  Canada 
+109$,  Ontario  +113$*  M.T.P.A.  +136$.  The  M.T.P.A.  total 
increases  from  950,000  in  1966  to  2tJ-  million  by  the  year 
2001.  The  labour  force  projections  by  age  and  sex  for 
Canada,  made  by  the  present  study  and  the  Economic  Council 
of  Canada  are  given  in  Table  4  and  the  participation  rates 
are  illustrated  in  Figure  4.  The  Canadian  projections  up 
to  1980  from  the  present  study  are  virtually  the  same  as 
those  of  the  Economic  Council  of  Canada  made  in  1967  as 
their  trend  assumtions  were  adopted  with  only  minor  modifica¬ 
tions.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  totals,  1970  to  2001 
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Labour  Force  Projections ,  Canada

Recent  projections  for  Ontario  made  by  the  provincial  Department 
of  Treasury  and  Economics  were  based  on  a  population  projection 
which  assumes  a  net  migration  of  only  30,000  persons  per  annum 
for  Ontario  compared  with  60,000  assumed  in  the  M.T.P.B.'s  medium 
population  projections.  It  would  be  more  appropriate  therefore 
to  compare  the  high  range  forecast  for  Ontario  of  the  Department 
of  Treasury  and  Economics  with  the  present  study:

Canada’s  expected  growth  of  labour  force  increases  to  about  44$ 
by  the  end  of  the  century. 

Full-time  June  employment 

The  Planning  Area  projections  in  this  report  have,  so  far,  referred 
to  labour  force  including  part-time  and  full-time  workers  and  ex¬ 
pressed  as  annual  average  labour  force.  For  some  purposes  it  is 
more  relevant  to  use  (a)  full-time  employment  (b)  June  labour  force 


(to  compare  with  the  Census  of  Canada  decennial  counts,  at  June 
1st).  A  conversion  of  the  projected  labour  force  and  employment 
statistics  has  therefore  been  made  for  these  requirements  and  are 
contained  in  Table  6.

DEFINITIONS 


This  appendix  contains  further  information  on  methods  used  for 
labour  force  and  employment  projections.  The  study  derived 
annual  average  labour  force  participation  rates  based  on  total 
population  and  total  labour  force  rather  than  "civilian  labour 
force"  and  "civilian  non-institutional  population"  used  in  other 
studies.  This  was  necessary  because  the  Board's  population  pro¬ 
jection  study  produced  statistics  only  on  the  total  population 
and  had  no  data  on  age-sex  structure  of  civilian  non-institutional 
population.  In  addition  it  was  found  convenient  to  exclude  the 
14  year  age  group  and  use  15-19  rather  than  14-19  because  (a)  14 
year  olds  comprise  a  relatively  insignificant  number  of  labour 
force  participants  (b)  the  1961  Census  as  against  other  years 
gave  only  15-19  data  (c)  most  projection  summaries  use  five-year 
age  groupings.  The  D.B.S.  definitions  are  as  follows: 

Labour  Force  -  The  civilian  labour  force  is  composed  of 
that  portion  of  the  civilian  non-institutional  popula¬ 
tion  14  years  of  age  and  over  who,  during  the  reference 
week,  were  employed  or  unemployed. 

Employed  -  The  employed  includes  all  persons  who,  during 
the  reference  week: 

(a)  did  any  work  for  pay  or  profit; 

(b)  did  any  work  which  contributed  to  the  running  of  a 
farm  or  business  operated  by  a  related  member  of 
the  household;  or 

(c)  had  a  job,  but  were  not  at  work,  because  of  bad 
weather,  illness,  industrial  dispute,  or  vacation, 

or  because  they  were  taking  time  off  for  other  reasons. 
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Persons  who  had  jobs  but  did  not  work  during  the  reference 
week  and  who  also  looked  for  work  are  included  in  the  un- 
emnloyed  as  persons  without  work  and  seeking  work.  The 
employed  include  part-time  as  well  as  full-time  workers. 

Unemployed  -  The  unemployed  includes  all  persons  who, 
through  the  reference  weeks 

(a)  were  without  work  and  seeking  work,  i.e.,  did  not 
work  during  the  reference  week  and  were  looking  for 
work;  or  would  have  been  looking  for  work  except 
that  they  were  temporarily  ill,  were  on  indefinite 
or  prolonged  layoff,  or  believed  no  suitable  work 
was  available  in  the  community;  or 

(b)  were  temporarily  laid  off  for  the  full  week,  i.e., 
were  waiting  to  be  called  back  to  a  job  from  which 
they  had  been  laid  off  for  less  than  30  days. 

Not  in  the  Labour  Force  -  Those  not  in  the  labour  force 
include  all  civilians  l4  years  of  age  and  over  (exclusive 
of  institutional  population)  who  are  not  classified  as 
employed  or  unemployed.  This  category  includes  those: 
going  to  school;  keeping  house;  too  old  or  otherwise 
unable  to  work;  and  voluntarily  idle  or  retired.  House¬ 
wives,  students  and  others  who  worked  part-time  are 
classified  as  employed.  If  they  looked  for  work  they 
are  classified  as  unemployed. 


PROJECTION  METHODS 


The  main  task  of  this  study  was  to  forecast  the  number  of  persons 
who  would  be  working  in  the  Planning  Area  in  future  years .  The 
number  employed  in  any  area  at  any  time  consists  of  the  labour 
force  minus  the  unemployed  of  that  area  plus  the  daily  net 
migration  of  workers.  The  daily  net  migration  of  workers  is 
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the  difference  between  those  who  reside  in  the  area  and  work 
outside  and  vice  versa.  For  the  Planning  Area  projections  in 
this  study  the  future  unemployment  is  assumed  to  be  a  regular 
3 %.  The  net  migration  is  equivalent  to  about  1.0 %  of  the 
resident  employed  labour  force  and  it  is  expected  that  this 
percentage  will  increase  slightly. 

It  should  be  noted  that  as  the  labour  force  projections  are 
based  on  annual  average  participation  rates,  it  follows  that 
the  annual  average  number  employed  is  being  estimated.  However, 
for  some  purposes  full-time  employment  statistics  for  June  1st 
date  in  selected  years  are  required;  to  calculate  these  it  is 
necessary  to  allow  for  (a)  the  proportionate  difference  between 
the  June  participation  rates  as  given  in  census  years  and  the 
corresponding  annual  average  rates;  (b)  the  proportion  that 
full-time  employment  is  of  total  employment. 

The  labour  force  projections,  in  absolute  figures,  were  derived 
for  seven  age  groups  by  sex  by  multiplying  the  Board's  medium 
range  population  projections  for  these  groups  by  the  corres¬ 
ponding  projected  annual  average  participation  rates  derived 
in  this  report.  The  annual  average  participation  rates  based 
on  total  population  were  derived  for  Canada  by  a  conversion 
from  the  civilian  labour  force  participation  rates  available 
for  Canada.  The  corresponding  Ontario  and  the  Planning  Area 
participation  rates  were  derived  from  a  conversion  of  Canadian 
participation  rates  using  ’ensus  participation  rates  for  the 
three  areas . 

Table  A-l  derives  the  participation  rates  for  total  labour 
force  and  population  within  each  age  and  sex  group  for  1966 
from  statistics  of  the  armed  forces  and  the  institutional 
population.  Table  A-l  steps  A  to  I  record  the  following 
for  Canada : 
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A.  The  institutional  and  armed  services  population  in  Canada  in 
1966  by  age  and  sex  (Economic  Council  of  Canada  estimates). 

B.  The  institutional  population  by  age  and  sex  in  1961  (Census 
of  Canada) . 

C.  The  estimated  institutional  population  for  1966  using  the 
percentage  distribution  for  1961  of  the  age-sex  groups  given 
in  B  and  the  19 66  population. 

D.  1966  Armed  Forces  population  by  age  and  sex  =  A  minus  C. 

E.  Estimated  1966  civilian  labour  force  (Economic  Council  of 
Canada) . 

F.  Estimated  1966  total  labour  force  =  D  plus  E. 

G.  1966  Labour  Force  Participation  Rates,  total  labour  force, 
derived  from  step  F  divided  by  the  total  population  for 
Canada  in  1966  estimated  by  the  Economic  Council  of  Canada. 
The  E.C.C.  estimated  population  for  1966  was  used  to  conform 
to  other  E.C.C.  control  figures  used  in  this  report. 

H.  1966  Labour  Force  Participation  Rates,  civilian  non- 
institutional  population  estimated  by  the  Economic 
Council  of  Canada, 

I.  Expresses  the  ratio  of  Participation  Rates  based  on  total 
population  expressed  as  a  percent  of  Participation  Rates 
based  on  Civilian  Non- Institutional  Population  for  Canada 
in  1966;  that  is  the  percent  the  participation  rates  in  G 
are  of  the  participation  rates  in  H. 
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Table  A- 2  is  Canada* s  Annual  Average  Labour  Force  Participation 
Rates  for  the  civilian  non- institutional  population  for  period 
1946- 1961  from  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health  Report  and  for 
1965  to  1980  from  the  slightly  modified  figures  from  the  Economic 
Council  of  Canada.  Figure  4  in  the  main  report  plots  this  data 
and  shows  the  minor  modifications  made  by  this  study  to  the 
Economic  Council  of  Canada’s  graphs  and  the  extension  of  these 
projections  from  1980-2001.  Table  A- 3  is  the  projected  labour 
force  annual  average  participation  rates  for  the  total  population 
groups  by  age  and  sex  for  Canada  1966-2001.  These  were  derived 
by  application  of  the  percentages  in  Table  A-l  Step  I  to  the 
participation  rates  shown  on  Figure  4  in  the  smoothed  curves 
projected  to  2001. 

The  annual  average  labour  force  participation  rates  for  total 
population  groups  for  Ontario  and  the  Planning  Area  could  not 
be  derived  in  the  same  manner  as  Canada  because  the  labour 
force  statistics  were  not  available.  The  June  census  par¬ 
ticipation  rates  for  Canada,  Ontario  and  the  Metropolitan 
Area  were  therefore  taken  as  representing  the  relationships 
between  the  three  areas  which  would  obtain  for  the  annual 
average  participation  rates.  Table  A- 4  provides  the  Census 
participation  rates  for  Canada  and  Ontario  1941  to  1961,  for 
Metropolitan  Toronto  in  1951  and  Census  Metropolitan  Toronto 
in  1961.  Table  A-5  provides  the  projected  labour  force  annual 
average  participation  rates  of  total  population  by  age  group 
and  sex  for  Ontario  1966-2001  by  modifying  the  Canadian  par¬ 
ticipation  rates  in  Table  A-3  approximately  in  proportion  to 
the  ratios  of  Canadian  and  Ontario  Census  participation  rates 
shown  in  Table  A- 4. 

Table  A- 6  provides  the  projected  labour  force  annual  average 
participation  rates  of  total  population  by  age  group  and  sex  for 
the  Planning  Area  1966-2001.  The  census  statistics  did  not  give 
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data  for  the  Planning  Area  and  therefore  the  statistics  for 
Census  Metropolitan  Toronto  1961  were  used;  it  was  not  con¬ 
sidered  that  the  differences  would  be  significant  for  the 
Planning  Area  projections.  As  in  the  case  of  Ontario,  the 
Canadian  participation  rates  in  Table  A-3  were  modified  by 
approximately  the  ratios  between  Canadian  Census  and 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Census  participation  rates. 

Table  A-7  gives  the  medium  projections  of  population  by  selected 
age  and  sex  groups  for  Canada,  Ontario  and  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Planning  Area  1966-2001  from  the  Board's  population  report  men¬ 
tioned  previously.  Application  to  these  population  statistics 
to  the  labour  force  participation  rates  contained  in  Tables  A-3, 
A-5  and  A-6  provide  the  labour  force  projections  for  Canada, 
Ontario  and  the  Planning  Area  in  Tables  2,  4  and  5  of  the  first 
section  of  the  report.  The  projected  labour  force  in  these 
tables  include  members  of  the  armed  forces;  the  number  of 
armed  forces  in  the  projections  might  be  taken  as  approximately 
100,000  for  Canada  and  3,000  for  the  Planning  Area.
